NAHA, Okinawa ftp-An armada 
of small boats and planes today 
searched the waters off Nab* for 
the bodies of 2ii persons feared 
killed in the in flight collision of 
a U. S 
Marine transport plana 
and a Marine fighter bomber. 
The transport, carrying 25 pas­ 
sengers and crew, and the AD-5 
Skyraider, manned only by its pi­ 
lot, 
collided 
Friday night and 
plunged into the sea about thrca 
miles offshore. 


Three bodies

recovered 
just after dawn today. 
The Navy 
said it doubted anyone aboard th* 
plane survived the collision and

Ryukuian fishermen joined arm­ 
ed forces rescue craft in search­ 
ing the waters.

Extend Cancellation 
Date for Acreage 
Reserve Program 


Regulations governing the 1958 
Acreage Reserve 
Program have 
been amended to permit produc 
ers who have signed corn, cotton 
or spring wheat acreage reserve 
agreements to cancel their agree 
ments, if it is dune not later than 
Friday, 
March 28, according to 
Edgar V. Thompson chairman of 
the local A. S. C. Commission. 
“As you know," Mr. Thompson 
stated, "farmers have offered to 
retire more land than funds will 
permit Producers, whose requests 
are pending because funds Are ex 
hausted, will be accepted to the 
extent funds are released by can 
cenation!." 
Remember—the last date for re 
questing cancellation of the acre 
age reserve agreement is March 
28. 
If the farmer or farmers de 
clde to withdraw all persons who 
signed the agreement must sign 
the request for cancellation.

Mid-May Best for 
Planting Corn 
Every year many farmers ask. 
"When ii the best time to plant 
corn?” 
A 
recent five-year experiment 
conducted at the University of ll 
llnoia indicates that about 
mid 
May la the best planting time in 
central 
Illinois. 
Slight 
adjust 
ment* can be made for the earlier 
and later apring weather in the 
southern and northern areas ot 
the state. 
Data from the experiment con 
ducted by George Dungan, Col 
lege of 
Agriculture 
agronomist, 
ahowed no significant difference 
in yields for corn planted from 
May 3 to May 27 at the Urbana 
station. 
Corn planted after May 
27 decreased in yield, however 
and plantings made on June 12 
ahowed a 20 percent decrease. The 
later planted corn often had ex 
ceasive moisture and showed de 
creased 
standabillty 
due 
to int 
mature stalks. 
The 
tests 
included 
several 
short-season hybrids. 
In the fir.-t 
planting! 
the 
long-season 
corn 
yielded distinctly more grain than 
the short-season types: when both 
were planted in June, the yiold> 
were
